Coming Season to Bring Clash Between Pick of 
American-Bred Juveniles and Choice Yearlings 
Recently Brought from Abroad.

York. December 7. — No better indication 
coiihi Ik* ottered of the increased attention paid to 
the thoroughbred and horse racing than the extraor- 
dinary uuiulier of horses that have lieen entered lor 
the stakes to In* run at Saratoga ami Belmont Park 
tUe coming year. Never in the history of old 
Saratoga have the nominations lx*en as great as they 
sh»w on their re<*ent closing. “They are simply 
phenomenal.” said Secretary Karloeker. as he folded 
np his reams of tyiiewritton copy of names, br«*ed- 
jng and owners of the horses made eligible to con- 
test for the rich Saratoga stakes. “Of course, this 
great influx is partly due to the English and French 
thoroughbreds which have lieen imported. Many of 
them have lieen entered in the two-year-old stakes. 
Owners have nominated lavishly, trusting to luck 
that they will get some returns for the money in- 
vested.” 

Buying two-year-olds is something of a lotterv. 
The most promising will frequently turn out poorly. 
Before education all one knows alwut a yearling 
comes from its promising looks and breeding, ami a 
Iierson who has Itoiight a half dozen of what he con- 
siders choice stock from abroad will enter them in 
almost any race where the conditions lit. As one 
owner put it. “We are taking as many chances at 
a big prize as we can. and that is the reason 1 
have entered every youngster 1 have.” 

Ixxikiug over the list of eligibles for the Hopeful, 
of which there are nearly 130, not only are there 
many entries of foreign br«*eding. hut tile names of 
owners appear who have not hitherto been interested 
in turf affairs. This is a good sign of the coming 
prosjierity of the turf. Men of high standing soci- 
ally and of influence are much desired to replace 
those who retired through tin* crusade of live years 
ago. Some of the latter are returning to the sport, 
too. Men like A. K. Macomlier. Price McKinney, 
James Corrigan. W. R. Coe and Oscar Lewisohii, 
together with others of more or less importance, 
will add greatly to the prestige of the turf. 

In speaking of the season of 1916. Phil J. Dwyer 
predicts a great change for the better, not onlv'on 
amount of the international interest but because 

*/ racing is at last Iteiug recognized as the greatest of 
sports and something which should be fostered. 
“There will not only he local rivalry next vear,” 
said the president of the Brooklvu ‘and Aqueduct 
tracks, “but the foreign interest will infuse still 
greater enthusiasm into the sport. It will really be 
the first time in this country that a partially true 
line can In* gotten on the relative ability of the 
Euro|iean and American t borough bred. With up- 

wards of oue hundred English and French two-vear- 
olds racing against those of our own breeding, there 
cannot help hut l»e increased interest in the sport. 

I only hope we shall have some good horses among 
the home-bred stock, so that .we can take a fair 
crack at the iuqiorted youngsters, some of which 
will surely turn out good. Now is the time that 
New York tracks ought to be giving the richest 
purses and stakes in the country, but with no rev- 
enue coming from speculative sources we have to 
dei»end upon the gate receipts ouly. and they are 
only a trifle more than sufficient to cover expenses. 
But we are having racing, and that is something, 
and some day we may be able to give as rich stakes 
and purses as we did years ago.” 

In the course of conversation. Mr. Dwyer said 
lie did not anticipate opening tin* Brooklyn track the 
coming year, if ever again, though the growing 
sentiment in favor of racing might bring about all 
sorts of things. At present there are four local 
tracks which will tie operated next season — Belmont 
Park. Aqueduct. Jamaica and Empire City. They 
will lie sufficient to provide all the sport necessary 
to apiiease the New York appetite, especially as 
Saratoga fills in the mouth of August. 

(letting l lack to the two year-old question, it is 
twenty-three or twenty-four years since there was an 
invasion of English horses. Tlieu they were brought 
here by Lam! North, known as the “nitrate king.” 
after the late Toni Ochiltree had used his persuasive 
powers on his lordship. While the horses were what 
could lie termed a fair lot. they were not the top- 
notchers of England nor the choices of American 
buyers, as some of those recently imported are. It 
is to be hojied there will la* at least oue or two good 
horses developed from each country represented the 
coming year. This will increase the interest, for 
if there is but one good one comparative to Svsonbv. 
Colin. Polyinelus or Sceptre, much of the contestant 
interest will lie taken away, though there will still 
remain the interest which always develops. 
Whichever way one looks at the future, prospects 
are bright. 

It is hinted that the Jockey Club may offer sug- 
gestions to the associations conducting racing under 
its jurisdiction which will bring aliout changes in 
selling ra<*e practices. It may even pass rules that 
will partially close the doors against what can lie 
termed “horse traders.” Something is being con- 
sider^ l»y the Jot-key Club directors, but it is doubt- 
ful if the rule concerning the disposition of surplus 
ruu-up money will l»e changed, as associations cau do | 
as they please with their own funds. 

There is only a remote chance that the new two- 
ycar-old rule suggested liy Captain E. B. Cassatt 
will lie defeated when it comes liefore the stewards 
of the Jockey Club. The delegates to the conference 
to consider the matter — Messrs. August Belmont, J. 
N\ Camden aiul W. I*. Fraser, representing the east. 
Kentuckv and Canada respectively — have consulted 
mid decided that the thoroughbred would lie bene- 
fit ted by aliolishing the early racing of young horses. 
That no two-yenr-old shall lie raced liefore May 15 
is the «*ontention. and from all accounts it is now 1 
onlv a question whether the date is agreeable to all 
flnW organizations. Some lielieve May I should lie 
the date set. while others go even further and assert 
that if the date was set a month later it w’ouhl have 
a I tetter effect. In any event, it is almost assured 
that two-year-olds will not race in 1917 uutil May.

the best of all racing; the greatest tlwrouglibreds 
in training are to be seen there, the richest prizes 
are to be won, and, as a society function, it has no 
counterpart. 

It often has been said that the Ascot week is more 
of a society function than a racing event of un- 
equaled importance. It is not. The racing comes 
liefore everything else; it always did; it must always 
do. for the reason that the best horses are to he 
seen in opposition. And it is wrong to attempt to 
strike a comparison between Ji-scot and Epsom on 
Derby Day. The two have little in common, save 
that they stand out as the events of the racing 
year. Derby Ihiy tells of a national holiday; it 
has we-JdeJ 4 t««*lf tv all cTasses; it is a mighty 
institution, if T may say so, in that it allows of a 
gigantic picnic, wholly different from Ascot, for 
on the royal heath we see the best possible racing 
under the best possible conditions for four days; 
we get a long series of big races there, and no 
man who is enamored of the sport would miss Ascot. 

When one looks back. Ascot, one is bound to say, 
lias shed much of its romance and much of its 
tragic side, too. There was a time when Ascot 
and fortunes won and lost were synonymous terms. 
It used to bring bulging opulence or something per- 
ilously near bankruptcy. The man who did not bet 
hard at Ascot was out of fashion, a strange person 
indeed. The future of vast estates used to depend 
upon Ascot; a wild, headlong plunge Ascot meant to 
the rich young men in other days. To set out de- 
termined that it should be all or nothing was the 
proper tiling to do; nothing mattered, a fortune 
made or a fortune lost meant very much the same 
thing. 

It is on record that in Ormonde’s year a certain 
noble lord offered to lay $900,000 to $300,000, and 
that if Admiral Rous had not stepped in the wager 
would have been made. I have before me a steel 
engraving of the late Sir John Astley (‘“Hie 
Mate”), whose “Fifty Years of My Life in the 
World of Sport at Home and Abroad” is a wonderful 
piece of philosophy. 

The inscription under it reads: “Clean broke; 

thinking it out.” It is a striking and fascinating 
picture, representing Sir John with a far-off, dreamy, 
puzzled look, with his hands deep in lmckets ob- 
viously empty, smoking furiously a cigar, and 
sharpening up his wits in readiness for settling day. 
It was in his day that “the young bloods” burned 
holes, so to speak, iu Ascot week and lopped off 
great slices of their fortunes, if they w’ere not irre- 
trievably ruined. That was the time when laxik- 
inakers did not speak of “these bad times.” I 
always think of the bookmaker in Ascot’s bad, de- 
generate days as something strikingly different from 
the modern penciler. Then he was more of a whole 
hogger; like “my lord,” he would bet to any 
amount. As some one put it. he was not fovever 
“hedging and ditching;” he took his chances, what- 
ever they might he. He had more character about 
him; he would bet on the “nod” to the tune of 
thousands, and whether settling day was likely to be 
good or bad he looked forward to it without winc- 
ing. 

And aliout betting, let me give a little quotation 
from Sir John Astley ’s book. Writing in the 
early eighties after many amazing ups and downs, 
he says: “Now* we approach the end of my racing 

career; at all events, of my owning horses and bet- 
ting ‘monkeys.’ I hardly bet this year till Ascot, 
and though I won some $30,000 between this and the 
end of the season. I was fairly settled, and in my 
lietting ledger, which I kept carefully up to De- 
cember, 1883. I see the following somewhat peculiar 
note: ‘Am dead broke: shall have to live entirely 

like a blooming maggot in a nut.* Shall I ever 
bet a ‘monkey’ on a race again? I should like to, 
but it’s naughty, nous verrons. What do you think? 
In twenty-six years I had won $138,000 by betting. 
Some of my readers may want to know how I man- 
aged to get broke if I won $5,000 a year. Now, 
youug men that happen to read this effusion, mark 
and learn. For the first three years I bet only in 
small sums, but lost each vear half my (then) 
small income. 1 had, of course, to borrow money 
to pay my way. This I did legitimately by insur- 
ing my life at three and a half per cent, and l»or- 
rowing money on the policy at five — i. e.„ I had to 
pay $ 40 o a year for every thousand. I borrowed. 
As my income decreased, I thought it advisable to 
increase uiy investments, and at oue time my luck 
seemed to ‘turn, as I began winning handsomely. 
For instance, in 1862 I w’on $55,000; in 1863, though 
I won $50,000 in the Sussex fortnight, I only won 
$30,000 on the year: so you may judge I was fairly 
on the job. When I won I ought, of course, to have 
stored the chips for a rainy day. but I was goose 
enough to spend it. and when 1 lost I had to liorrow, 
voila tout. The wonder is not that I got broke, but 
how I lasted so long as I did — viz., twenty -five 
years.” 

That Sir John was rich in philosophy is clear 
when, despite the fact that he had dissipated his 
fortune, lie was able to write in the following 
strain: “You, my readers, may have noticed that 

sudden changes of this sort affect some men differ- 
ently. Some hibernate the year round, like the 
grizzly bear and the dormouse do in winter: others 
turn into fossils. and are seen no more by their com- 
peers; others take an inordinate amount of alcohol, 
which promptly lands them in the cremating pot; 
others doze away their existence in foreign parts; 
while some glorious examples may he found who, 
made of sterner stuff, attempt to increase their 
pensions by their wits, and though not suited for 
the ‘lofty calling’ of authors, become authors! I 
ain’t the liear or the dormouse, nor the fossil, nor 
the alcoholic sponge, nor the gourmand who lives 
on frogs and macaroni far away from his native 
shore; so I most be the elevated and. may I add. 
the ‘instructive author.’ who hopes by his confes- 
sions to dissuade young men from getting into debt 
anil then trying to get clear by gambling.”

hut nothing like to the same extent as in Sir John 
Astley’s time. There are, and will always be, I 
suppose, many what I may call freak bets, such as 
one I saw made some two years ago — $ 3,000 to $ 5 , 
and lost. There are, of course, men who still bet 
in thousapds, but they are few in number. As most 
people know, one of the greatest gamblers was the 
Marquis of Hastings, who lost $500,000 over Her- 
mit s Derby, and then went on to Ascot to win 
Jpo«iU, 00 u. 

Gambling in all manner of form will, of coarse, 
go on for all time, but gambling in such fabu’ous 
sums as in the “old days” at Ascot will not occur 
again. I think. And we are all glad to fe^ that 
a great and permament change of this kind has 
come about. That huge sums will be won and lost 
at Ascot I have no doubt, but the dav when young 
men betted away their estates has gone, I hope for 
ever. — London Telegraph.

El Paso, Texas, December 7. — The clear, sun- 
shiny weather, which has prevailed since the open- 
ing of the Juarez meeting, gave way to showers 
last night and, as a result, the truck was slow 
for today’s racing.

The most attractive race of the day, a handicap 
for ail-aged horses at seven-eighths, went to So- 
sius, well served hy the soft track. He was out- 
paced in the early running, but, finishing with great 
speed, got up to wrest the purse from Curlicue iu 
a hard final drive. Wilhite was backed into odds- 
on favoritism for the race and tired so badly after 
racing in forward contention in the early part of the 
race that he was all hut last at the finish. 

Brooks was regarded with the greatest favor for 
the two-year-old dash, with which the racing began 
hut the finish found him third. S. M. Henderson’s 
"Hy Thelma Marie, showing smart improvement over 
her previous races here, ran away from her op- 
position at the end. after having led throughout, 
and Lola was in second place. 

Theresa Bethel made a show of those to which 
she was opixised in the second race. She dashed to 
the front with the rise of the harrier and setting 
the pace all the way, had a lead of six lengths at 
the end over Brighouse, the well -supported first 
choice. 

A well-backed horse won when Fairly came from 
behind in the third and dashed past the pacemakers 
to an easy victory, with Petit Bleu in closest at- 
tendance. Lady Young and Francis, the chokes of 
the race, were unplaced after showing a good order 
of early speed. 

It was not until the closing race that a favorite 
scored. Then Hard Ball came to the relief of the 
talent. 

The track, while in good condition on top, was 
wet under the surface, as the result of the rain.

GOVERNMENT VIEWS NOT DISCLOSED. 

It will not lie surprising if the tax' paid bv race 
courses in Ontario, which now amounts to $42,000 
a year, is considerably increased when the provin- 
cial treasurer reports his budget to the legislature 
early in the coming year. We are all paving new 
taxes, and increased old levies to the federal govern- 
ment, besides the imposts to the provincial authori- 
ties. Their needs have not been lessened, and 
treasurers must cast aliout for sources of increased 
revenue. Race courses and their operations are 
certain to la* among these, but the story of a 
twenty i>er cent, tax on their gross income, to be 
collected from seven tracks in Ontario provokes the 
merriment of an Ottawa paper. It is ‘pointed out 
that there are not seven tracks in Ontario, that 
Connaught Park is not one of them, and there are 
no new’ tracks building in this province. Apart 
from these things, it is admitted that there may be 
something in the story. The fact is that nobodv 
knows the intentions of the government in the 
matter of the means to be taken to increase the 
provincial revenues, and one guesser is as good as 
the other until the right time comes. — Francis Nel- 
son in Toronto Globe.

‘Greece is not to Ik* forced or cajoled out of her 
neutrality,” and will demobilize her armies rather 
than take sides iu the* European war. King Constan 
ine declared in an interview with an Associated 
Press eorres|K)ndent. **I am especially glad to talk 
for America, for America will understand Greece’s 
position. We are both neutral and are together de- 
termined. if it is humanly possible, not to court 
destruction by permitting ourselves to lie drawn into 
the frightful vortex of the present European con- 
flict. Both are trying by every honorable means 
to guard our sovereignty, protect our own people 
and stand up for our national interests without 
sacrificing that neutrality which we recognize as 
onr only salvation. America at present is pro- 
tected by the distance which separates her from 
the battle field. We. too. thought that once. But 
the battle field shifted, and may shift again. What 
is happening in Greece t.iday may happen in 
America, Holland or any other neutral country to- 
morrow. if the precedent now’ sought to be estab- 
lished in the case of Greece is once fixed. The 
fundamental cause of the entire threatening atti’ 
tnde of the entente powers toward Greece today 
and of the painful situation of my country,” con- 
tinued the king, “is the entente’s own assumption, 
without the slightest reason therefor, that Greece 
is ready to betrsv the entente to Germany at the 
first favorable opportunity. Is it reasonable to sup- 
l>ose such a thing? From the very outset of hostili- 
ties in the near east Greece’s neutrality has been 
stretched to the utmost to accommodate the entente 
powers, for whom we always have felt the keenest 
sympathy and the deepest gratitude. The Dardan 
eles operations were directed from Greek islands 
occupied by allied troops. When Serbia was en- 
dangered by the combined Anstro-Gerinan and Bul- 
garian attack the allied troops landed unopposed 
on Greek soil, from which, with the second city 
of Greece as a base, tliey prosecuted, not only 
unmolested, but aided, in every way consistent with 
any sort of neutrality, their fruitless and too long 
delayed campaign to rescue their ally. Finally 1 
myself have given my personal word that Greek 
troops will never lie used to attack the Franeo- 
Britisli forces in Macedonia, merely to allay un- 
justified suspicions. Yet. despite all these evidences 
of the gcKHl faith of Greece, the entente powers 
now’ demand, in a form which is virtually an ulti- 
matum. that the Greek troops Ik* withdrawn from 
Saloniki — and that means all Macedonia — leaving 
our population unprotected against raids by Bui 
garian cmnitadjis or all the horrors of war which 
lay Belgium waste, should the allies Ik* driven back 
within our frontiers. If the entente will assure me 
that when they are driven hack into Greek ter- 
ritory they will consider the Balkan game ended, 
re-embark, and leave Greece. 1 will guarantee with 
my whole army to protect their retreat against the 
Germans. Bulgarians, or anytiody else, and give 
them time to embark without being endangered.” 

An Athens dispatch of yesterday says: Saloniki 

dispatches estimated that 120,000 Serbian troops 
have retreated across the Albanian frontier. Scat- 
tered forces are fighting iu Montenegro, and a few 
Serbs remain in the extreme southwest corner of 
the country. Arrival of fresh Anglo-French eon 
tingents at the allied front was reported. Fierce 
fighting in northeastern Montenegro and a sudden 
assault by the Bulgarians agaiust the right wing 
of the French army marked the renewal of im- 
portant actions in the Balkans t<Klay. The city 
of lpek, largest in eastern Montenegro, is about 
to fall to the Austrians, according to advices re 
ceived here. After holding the enemy ill check for 
forty-eight hours by valiant resistance the Serbs and 
Montenegrins are rejiorted in retreat, assailed on 
their right think by bands of Albanians. Whether 
the Bulgarian onslaughts against the French mark 
the tiegiiuiiug of an effort to throw the allies back 
to Saloniki, it is too early to determine. Lack of 
definite information regarding the position of Field 
Marshal Mackensen’s main army adds to the anxiety 
felt in some quarters over the position of the Anglo- 
French forces. Mackensen. it is lielieved, may be 
preparing to hammer tlie expeditionary forces back 
across the Greek border iu one uiiguty smash. The 
Bulgarian attack was ((receded by violent liombaid- 
ment of the French positions near Valandovi. The in 
fantry onslaughts were launched Sunday night. The 
result of the fighting is in doubt. No official ex 
plana t ion has been received here Onlay of Rou 
mania’s reasons for commandeering foreign shipping 

President Wilson in his annual address to congress 
yesterday laid down the administration plans fo<- 
national defense and told his hearers it was neces- 
sary for the new and broad doctrine of Pan-America 
With sharp words he arraiuged American citizens who 
by their sympathy for the foreign belligerents had 
endangered the neutrality of the United States 
“America never witnessed anything like this be 
fore,” declared the president with deep feeling 
The president’s outline of the plans for national 
defense and the need for them was received in 
silence by the senators and representatives, but 
with rapt attention. Ills declaration of a new 
Pan-American doctrine was ’ received with the 
deepest interest. “We insist on security in prose 
outing our self-cliosen lines of national develop 
men,” he said. “We do more than that. We de 
mand it also for others. We do not confine our 
enthusiasm for individual liberty and free national 
development to the incidents and movements of 
affairs which affect only ourselves. We feel it 
wherever there is a people that tries to walk in 
these difficult paths of independence and right 
From the first we have made common cause with 
all partisans of lilwrty on this side of the sea. and 
have <b*cnn*d it as important that our neighbors 
should be free from all outside domination as tnat 
we ourselves should lie; have set America aside as 
a whole for the uses of iudeirendeut nations and 
political freedom.” 

The official status of Henry Ford’s expedition so 
far as Great Britain goes was made clear in the 
house of commons, when Iaml Robert Cecil in reply 
to Sir E. Cornwall explained that passports for 
the party were valid only in neutral countries. The 
British authorities intend to rest only ujion the at- 
titude of the American government in refusing to 
vise passports for a stop in England. If. after get 
ting through with tiieir work iu Denmark and llol 
land, any of the |K*a<-e party ti M ’ to come to England 
the authorities will feel obliged to decline to allow 
them to come in. All they will have to do is to 
point to the fact that the passports fail to permit 
entry into England. Americans in Lmdon were 
speculating yesterday over the possibility of the 
Oscar II. being held up by the authorities in British 
waters for inquiry iuto her ear o. Should the Oscar 
II. carry contraband in her hold the authoritic 
can run her into a harlior and hold her for a prize 
court. In that event Mr. Ford and his confreres 
will be detained at some English port until the 
government here decided what to with them. 

Germany is making great purchases of copper, 
cotton, wool. lard, wheat, farm machinery and other 
products in the markets of the United States. The 
product* are being bought subject to delivery in 
Germany “sixty days after the war ends,” or 
order.” With the exception of purchases of wheat 
all products are being warehoused in close proximity 
to Atlantic ports, in which scores of interned Ger- 
man merchantmen are swinging at anchor. In farm 
machinery circles there is an unautlientical report 
that an order of small tractor engines, built for 
farm work, had been delivered actually on sliiji 
board at Newport News and is now in the hold 
the iKiat awaiting transmission. Purchases have 
been carried on with utmost secrecy by agents < 
the imperial government. Negotiations have been 
carried on under various guises. Much of the pro 
duets has lieen bought on margin, which would in 
volvc big banking loans. 

A dispatch of yesterday from Berlin says: The 

request received here from the United States for 
the recall of Capt. Franz von Pupen and Capt. Karl 
Boy-Ed. military am! naval attaches respectively 
the German embassy at Washington, will uudoiiht 
edly be complied with iu accordance with dipl< 
ma tie usage, it is stated. However. Germany proli 
ably will ask first to be informed of the grounds 
which tlu* United States government liases the un<!< 
sirahility of the attaches. News of the requesi 
for tlie recall has not yet been published by Hi 
German press. 

Count Okuma. the Japanese premier, addressing 

the diet yesterday, dwelt on the universal spirit 



of loyalty and patriotism manifested by tbe Japan- 
ese peop'le at the coronation of Emperor Yoshi- 
hlto as a basis for further strengthening the solidity 
and prosperity of the imperial house and the em- 
pire. He emphasized the statement that the pros- 
pect for naval repletion which was ratified by the 
council of defense was tlu* first necessity in the 
present situation of the world. “Not a day can bo 
lost in carrying out the plan,” lie declared. 

A dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph from 
Malta says the British steamer Unienta has been 
sunk in the Mediterranean. The dispatch adds that 
forty-nine survivors of the disaster were landed, but 
that five officers of tlie vessel and forty-seven Las- 
cars are missing. The Umeta was a steamer of 
.325 tons net. The last report of her was when 
she passed IVrini November 28 liound north. 

Czar Nicholas has issued a rescript postponing in- 
definitely the opening of the duuia and the council 
of the empire. ‘This action is taken on tlie ground 
that the budget committees of those bodies have 
not yet completed preparation of the budget. Re- 
cent reports said the duuia would reassemble on 
December 8. That body was prorogued ou Sep- 
tember 10. 

Tlie New York Herald says VictorUino Iluerta is 
still plotting with German agents to start a revolu- 
tion against tin* de facto government of Mexico. 
Those agents have contracted to supply him with 
munitions to make war on Carranza, is a statement 
it attributes to an American who lias arrived in 
New York from the border. 

Another meeting of the general war council of 
the entente allies was held in Paris yesterday. 
The meeting was attended by representatives of 
France, Great Britain. Russia. Italy. Belgium and 
Serbia, and was presided over by General Joffre, 
tlie French commander-in-chief. 

The Cologne Gazette’s correspondent at Jaffa, 
writing under date of November 30. reports the 
opening of a railway from Jerusalem to Beersheba. 
fifty miles in length. A military highway also was 
opened connecting Beeslieba with llafirelandja, fifty 
miles southwest. 

According to a German radiogram, the French sub- 
marine Fresnel was destroyed on Decemln’r 5 by an 
Austrian w’arship, says a communication issued 
yesterday at the marine ministry in Paris. Two 
officers and twenty-six men were captured. 

Unusual precautions will be taken to protect 
President Wilson when he goes to Columbus, ()., 
next Friday. Tension in the international situation 
is one cause and a direct suggestion from govern 
meat authorities at Columbus is another. 

Under-Lieutenant Georges Victor Hugo, grandson 
of the famous French novelist, has been cited in 
the order of the day and decorated with the cross 
of war for bravery under fire in tlie allied offensive 
in September. 

The United States cruiser Des Moines has arrived 
at Canea in the island of Crete with 344 refugees 
who were ex|ielled from Syria. This number is 
made up of 26G French, sixty-nine Russians and nine 
Greeks. 

The Zuricher Zeitung publishes a dispatch from 
Berlin saying the official birth statistics in twenty- 
four of the principal towns in Germany, from April 
to July, inclusive, show a decrease of twenty per 
cent. 

A dispatch to the London Daily Express from 
Geneva says three Bulgarian students have lieen 
executed at Sofia for connection with a plot against 
the life of King Ferdinand. 

Tlie Roumanian government has ordered the 
mobilization of all naturalized foreigners and for 
eigners under the protection of the Roumanian laws 
up to forty years old.

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EPSOV DERBY8 OF A HUNDRED YEARS. 

Incidents Attending the Running of the Most 
Famous Race of the World. 

(Socwid Article.) 

The race of *34 brought out Mr. Batson's Pleni- 
potentiary . another good son of Kmilius, and by 
M*mo enthusiasts claimed to la* one of the best that 
ever ian for the race. Certainly Plenipotentiary 
J*as a norse of extraordinary pon*er and substaiuv, 
,' 11 bloodlike, with. Iieautiful action, and won the 
Derby from a pretty large field without being 

i scarcely extended, yet “Th«* Druid” tells us that a 
no-y ear-old txairse was always bis forte, although 
rieiteoe, one of the Itesi animals I>ord Jersey ever 
trained, both for speed and stamina, could never 
live with him. The latter made a great name at 
llie stud, particularly in America, but Plenipoten- 
tiary next to none, though this may have been due 
to the fearful dosing he got from some miscreant 
at Doncaster on St. I>*ger Day. from the effects of 
Minch lie never fully recovered. However, lie got 
«hh- Oaks winner in '43, aptly enough named Poison, 
and from another of his daughters descends Ster- 
ling and Isunomy. 

Yorkshire rejoices over the Derby of ’35, when 
for the first time in its history the great south- 
country prize went north, the hero being t*ie dark 
Aluudig, which had never run before in public, and 
Ins owner, the Streatlaui squire, almost as obscure, 
having only just commenced racing uimn liis arrival 
at man s estate, in commemoratiou of which event 
the horse had received his name — a German word, 
signifying "of age.” The winner was considered 
at Imine a moderate horse until “roughed up” with 
something that could tell them what he was fit for, 
but the touts got wind of it through “draining” 
one of the stable lads, and. this being discovered 
l*y his party, they turned the tables upon the clever 
ones by starting the crack and a stable companion 
liome from Ejisom and bringing them back again 
surreptitiously. 

The race is memorable for a most exciting finish 
between Scott on the chestnut and Nat Flat man on 
Ascot, when many of the spectators at the post 
lielieved that the latter had won, and for the fact 
that Mr. Mowes landed $90,000 in bets — a goodly 
sum in those days, although some ten years before 
George Payne had dropjied nearly twice as much 
over Jerry’s St. Leger: but this was an exceptional 
ease. The artifice that had been resorted to with 
the winner for the confusion of the operators ex- 
ercised them gr«*atly. and they pronounced it a 
“nice robbery,” and that the Sootts ought to have 
been ashamed of themselves. 

Lord Jersey came to the front again in 1S3C 
with his third winner, and one of his most famous, 
if not his I test horse, the beautiful and impetuous 
Bay Middleton. He had a most fearful temper 
when first put into training, and in his Derby 
preparation Jem Robinson had to be requisitioned 
to ride him in his gallops tiecause he had liolted 
with everybody else. He even bolted with Jem, 
too. at the beginning of the business, but that mas- 
terly horseman in time somewhat subdued him. 
They could never try him, for he eon Id not be got 
to follow anything, but preferred to go tearing 
away by himself, and no pace or distance ever 
made him blow. 

As in the previous year, only two were placed 
in Bay Middleton's Derby. Gladiator (son of Par- 
tisan i following him home. The latter might pos- 
sibly have been first but for being stopped in 
his work only a month liefore through springing 
a curb, and in that race itself almost pulled up 
through Bill Scott thinking that there was a false 
start. Both the winner and the second are of ac- 
credited stud fame — Bay Middleton by his sons 
(Flying Dutchman and Andover), and more espe- 
cially by his fillies; while Gladiator, which never 
ran again, left us Sweetmeat and Queen Mary 
(Blink Bonny's and Caller Ou*s dam) before being 
sold for $10,000 to the French Government, who 
got a rare bargain in him with his Miss Gladiator 
and the mighty Gladiateur. 

A sensation marked the opening of the Victorian 
Era in 1K37, when Lord Berners supplied the win- 
ner in Phosphorus, which started at 40 to 1. A 
fortnight before he had won a plate over tlie Row- 
ley Mile, and been made a good favorite, but 
drifted out in tlie quotations through the fact lie- 
coming known that he was amiss, and confined in 
his box. The sensational, incident, however, about 
Pliospborns was that be came the hero — about 
the first on record — of a poetic prophecy which 
appeared in “Bell's Life” tlie week before, signed 
“Vates,” and giving this remarkable straight tip 
as it proved: “George Edwards on Phosphorus the 

Derby has won.” Neither that prophet, however. 
Mho was a Mr. Harrison, and Mas afterwards regu- 
larly attached to “Bell's Life” in that capacity, 
nor the “newspaper horse.” as his champion was 
scoffingly styled in the ring, ever afterMards did 
anything to equal this brilliant achievement. An 
assumedly far better liorse Mas Caravan. M’hieh 
finished second, and which afterwards, at Chester, 
lieat Harkaway. a Minner of tM’o Goodwood Caps, 
and won the Ascot Gold Cup as a five-year-old. 

The Derby of 1838 was one of triumph and grati- 
fication to Epsom, for the winner. Amatol was the 
property of Sir Gilbert Heatbcote, a poular sports- 
man and local magnate, who for many years sub- 
sequently trained at Epsom, and resided at The 
Ihirdans. now owned by Lord Rosebery, and within 
whose grounds the grave of this iiarticular Derby 
winner may yet lie seen. In the vicinity also is a 
hostelry named after the hero of 1838. while, of 
course, everyone has heard of the Amato pump, 
with its annual “tip.” 

The year 1839 was another memorable anniver- 
sary. and one that is often alluded to. the dis- 
tinctive feature being a snowstorm, through which 
Sim Templenian successfully piloted Bloomsbury. 
There was, by the way. some liother over this win- 
ner, the dispute concerning the antecedants and 
ownership of the horse. Tlie D«*rby was the first 
race in which Bloomsbury had ever competed. 

In 1840 the event was graced by the presence of 
Queen Victoria, who was accouuianied by Prince 
Albert. To commemorate the occasion the prince 
presented the rider of the winner with a gold- 

mounted whip, the recipient of the trophy being 

one Macdonald, wbo M’on on Mr. Robinson's Little 

Wonder. Horse and jockey were exceptionally for- 
tunate, for the latter Mas comparatively unknown 
to fame, and neither liefore or after Mas successful 
in anv of the standard races. Mobile the horse was 
simply a plain, old-fasbkined galloway, and his 
victory — with 50 to 1 laid against him — a great 

surprise, so much so. indeed, that he is perhaps 
the first Derby Minner which attained the distinc- 
tion of having his portrait presented to the world 
in a Sunday paper. J. F. Herring was the artist, 
and the likeness, though merely in outline, was of 
singular fidelity, and no doubt quite a curiosity in 
those days. Mlien illustrations were certainly not 
the strong point of the newspaper press. 

Little special interest is attached to the victories 
of Coronation in 1841, or of Attila in the following 
year, save that the latter M*as the mount of the 
‘famous “Bill” Scott, brother of the immortal John 
of Whitewall; but “Bill’s” next triumph, a tM'elve- 
month later, on Mr. Bowes’ Cotherstonc, deserves 
more particular mention. The Streatlam squire, 
who had lieen bnt poorlv represented in the Derby 
since Mnndig's success in 1835. although proverbi- 
ally lucky clseMhere, had at this time only two 
liorses in* training, and of these — Cotherstonc and 
Aukl Lang Syne — it M’as a moot point M’hich Mas 
the worse. The former was one of the poorest 
yearlings that ever came to Whitewall, and so in- 
differently did he perforin in his two-year-old days 
that Mr. Bom-cs Mould have sold him but for John 
Scott’s better counsel. 

Early in the spring of this year he displayed 
such marked improvement that a trial Mas de- 
termined on, in M*hich the renowned “Bill.” having 
llie mount on the colt, discovered in him such 
latent excellence that, although lieaten in the trial, 
lie was convinced that he Mas something out of the 
ordinary, but the stable Mas sceptical on the point. 
However. Cotherstonc Mas sent to tlie Craven meet- 
ing where be secured the ltiddlesMorth and Column 

Stakes then inqiortaut events; and having added 

the Two Thousand to these achievements, liecaine a 
hot favorite for the Derby, and in the hands of his 
famous jockey won Mith the utmost ease in a 
strong-run race, lieating. among others. Lord George 
Bentninck’s Gaper, M’hich had tn*en backed for an 
immense sum of money, and Gorhamlniry. Mhicli 
ran under a suspicion of lieing over age. Another 
noteworthy point about the winner is that he was 
the first ‘oolt sired by the celebrated Touchstone 
to achieve success at * Epsom, though Touchstone's 
first classic M'iuner Mas Blue Bonnet, which the 
vear before bad credited him Mith a St. Leger, the 
race that had made the sire himself famous. 

Another Derbv M’inner in tlie folloMing year 
(1844) in Orlando, set tlie seal ujion the stud fame 
of the’ Westminster horse, and here again we have 
a somewhat remarkable year, although tlie inci- 
dents connected Mith it are the reverse of agree- 
ab e This Mas the year of the notorious Running 
Rein fraud an epistle often enough related in 
tne h’storv of the turf, but which can never be 
tV> often exposed, if only to point the moral that 
*.A*h disgraceful doings can never fail of detection 
in connection Mith such a race as tlie Derby. Tlie 
horse falsely described as Running Rein, by Ibe 
Saddler Mas proved in a court of lau to be a 
four "ear-old called Maccabeus, by Gladiator the 
diseoverv being chiefly due to the energy and de- 
termination of General (then Colonel) Peel, whose 
horses. Orlando and Ionian, ran second and third 
to tlie imposter. , , . , 

Another horse, named Lennder the property -of 
one LitchMald. a (ierman horse dealer, ran in the 
sanie rai" but broke bis leg in running, and, lieing 
destroyed, was then dls«*overed to lie a four-year 
old which circumstance caused suspicion to be 
directed to the Minner. Running Rein, whose owner. 
Mr. A Goodman, a low gaming-house keeper, en- 



joyed not the most unblemished reputation. The 
disqualified one, afterMards ca lied Zanoni, Mas ex- 
ported to Russia, where he was greatly esteemed 
at the stud, being undeniably a taking and hand- 
some horse.

THE “RAILBIRD” AND HIS WORK. 

Several prominent turfmen, M’hose strings have 
lieen put by for the winter months, were discussing 
the turf and its many angles. The “railbird” was 
mentioned by a trainer Mho has raced an extensive 
stable on every track of importance in this country 
for over a score of years and who is noted for his 
keen observation. . . 

“Yes,” he said, “I’ve Matched horsemen attempt- 
ing all’ sorts of schemes that had been carefully 
mapped out after days and nights of planning to out- 
wit the dockers. Investigation following such 
secret trials shows that the docker had timed the 
move not only to a fraction of a second, but that his 
tab recorded the work-out furlong by furlong. 

“It is rarelv that a docker works single-handed. 
As a rule, thev Murk in tMos and threes and in this 
May can ‘cover’ a track so thoroughly that the train- 
er who can fool them once in twenty times may pat 
himself on the back. _ . 

"I recall a western trainer M-ho Mas noted for 
working horses, with which he intended pulling off 
coups at long odds, to take his first set-out on the 
track long before daylight. Hte would tie a string 
around the ankle of one of the exercise lads at 
bedtime. Between three and four o’clock in the 
morning he would pull the string, awakening the boy, 
who had his instructions and was familiar with such 
doings 

“The horse or horses to be tried would be quietly 
and quickly saddled without the aid of the stable 
lantern. Blankets that had been placed under the 
shed opposite the stalls would prevent noise that 
might aw’aken other stable hands. 

“Final instructions would be whispered, and after 
a short warm-up his charges would be on their jour- 
nev. He would then hike it to the infield and, tak- 
ing a position opposite the flve-fiurlong pole, would 
snap his timer as the horses rushed by, then running 
pell-mell across the infield to a point opposite the 
timer's stand and stop his watch as the horses fin- 

“I’ll never forget one morning when this fellow 
stabled in ‘Old Colorado row’ at the Fair grounds 
track at New’ Orleans. On his way across the 
field he tripped over a dark object that proved to be 
a clocker. ‘Say,’ said he, ‘a fellow can’t bat an eye 
without one of you timing it.’ ” * 

“Well.” said om* of the others. “I’ve watched the 
earnest work of the ‘railbird,’ and, knowing many 
of them intimately and their qualifications, I decided 
that the trainer who trained in the open had the 
better results all around. 

“In the first place, the thoroughbred thrives and 
does better in every way when galloped at sunrise 
or later in the day. And as far as getting a first- 
class line on a horse worked in the dark, it is out 
of the question. , .. . 

“Few liorses will do their best and the boy in 
the saddle doesn’t have the same confidence as when 
he can see w’hat he is about. Thus Mr. Smart 
Trainer is generally in a quandary regarding tlie 
trial, and usually if the horse cools out nicely 
backs him on condition alone. 

“Working a horse wearing extra heavy plates or 
with a lead pad or both Is misleading, as deductions 
have to be made, and the clocker who knows his 
business is on the lookout for these ancient methods. 
Horsemen prone to keep their fast work-outs to 
themselves thought they had at last discovered a 
way to conceal such trials w’lien they hit on the 
scheme of working straightaway out of a chute and 
using tw’o watches. Both timers would be started 
together and the foreman of the stable, taking one. 
would go to the post where the horses would break 
and stop it as they swept by. The trainer, standing 
at tlie wire, would do likewise with his watch. The 
watches would be compared and the time figured 
out. 

“When the ‘dark one’ w’as led into the saddling 
paddock cm the day of the race the quotations of 
the bookies would plainly show that they had been 
properly advised concerning the horse’s condition. 

“Let me tell yon, boys,” he continued, “the 
majority of track watchers with w’honi I’ve come in 
contact have served their apprenticeship in large 
stables. Many are ex-jockeys and trainers, and are 
not only good judges of horseflesh, but careful ob- 
servers of men and their methods. It doesn’t take 
them long to get wise to a trainer’s manner of 
training and their opinion of his ability comes pretty 
near being correct. Their classification of each 
stable includes the trainer’s and jockey’s abilities 
as well as the horse’s. 

“Furthermore, the expert clocker is not prejudiced 
in favor of any particular horse or stable. He has 
no pets as do many trainers; nor does he have to 
cater to the caprices of some new comer to the 
turf, wbo purchases a barn full of yearlings and is 
full of silly notions. 

“Doc Streett had that cracking good son of The 
Bard. Galilee, cherry ripe, when the colt was a 
three-year-old. at the Sheepshead Bay track. He 
waited one Sunday until noon, knowing that dock- 
ers. like other human beings, must eat. 

“Looking over the track carefully, he saw one lone 
clocker, who had been left on guard, sitting in a 
box in the grandstand. Streett made his way to the 
fellow’ and said: 

“ ‘Sonny, I want to breeze a crazy little filly and 
my watch is out of order. Will you let me use 
yours for a few moments?’ 

“ ‘Certainly,’ was the answer, and the young man 
handed over his timepiece. 

“Streett chuckled to himself and, waving his 
handkerchief, signaled the exercise boy, who w’as 
waiting on the backstreteh with the horse, to go 
on and work. 

i “When Gallilee finished his trial of a mile and 
a furlong Streett handed the watch back and start- 
ed to M*alk off with a smile. 

I “The clocker, Eddie Fitzgerald, who was formerly 
: a capable rider, winning many races on Cousin Jeems 
and other fast horses, called out: ‘Say. Mr. Streett, 

! what did you make him?’ Producing another watch, 
s he continued ‘I caught him in 1:54%; the first mile 
; in 1:40%.’ Streett shook his head and muttered 

■ ‘What’s the use?’ 

; “However. the owner and railbird did not an 

> nounce the trial to the whole world, for Gallilee went 
to the |K>st in the Seabreeze Stakes a few days later 

i and with odds of 8 to 1 against his chances beat a 
[ good lot after getting nearly left at the post.” 

; Another horseman, who hailed from Texas, with 
; its mile and even half mile tracks, said that he 
was amazed at the extent of Belmont Park. Sheeps 
5 head Bay and the courses at Saratoga Springs. 

“Why,” he said, “at each of these plants are 
[ training tracks besides the regular track and chutes 
where the races are run. 

i “When I first came east I was firmly convinced 
i that with such facilities it would be an easy matter 
to have my horses’ trials knoM’n to myself alone. 
But the morning folloM’ing my work-outs I read a 
quarter of a column on ‘The Trials of the Candidates 
, from the Lone Star State.’ 

| “It M’as only natural that I should watch the tac- 
. ties pursued by the leading trainers of the country 
Mho M’ere grouped together at Saratoga. 

“I noticed that they did not handicap themselves 
’ bv dodging dockers or inquisitive horsemen. The 
: fact tiiat they centered their attention on properly 
training their horses and were oblivious to everv- 
thing else no doubt added iu a measure to their 
| success. 

. “Among those whom I noticed were open and 
; above board M’ere Janies Rowe, Samuel C. Hildreth, 
Thomas Healey. John Whalen. Kimball Patterson, 

’ James McLaughlin, the late John W. Rogers. Silas 
( Veitch, John J. n.vland. Thomas Welch, Charles 
1 Hughes. William Lakeland. Matthew M. Allen. E. 

, J. Albright. John Huggins. W. H. Karriek. Peter 
1 Wimmer and William Garth, each and every one a 
successful horseman from every point of view, 
r “Now, on the other hand.” he continued. 1 
1 could just as readily reel off the names of the 
‘dodgers.’ or men of small mental caliber, who even 
f todav retain that seeretiveness that goes with the 
hermit. They would look like pretty small potatoes 

■ compared Mith the names I mentioned. 

i ’’Such men rarely develop a high-class colt, and 
l their amateurish methods are laughed at by the 
i railbird, who delights in notching the frenzied and 

* foolish trainer leading irregular hours in trying to 

i escape him. . . , 

* “The successful clocker not only is thoroughly 
i conversant Mith the handling of thoroughbreds; he 
i employs business methods that Mould surprise the 

average business man. He keeps a record of the 
number of each barn where the different strines are 
quartered, number in each stable and how they are 
; divided, viz., steeplechase horses, stake, handicap, 

> plater, two-vear-o’ds and even the yearling division. 

* “Tlie juvenile sets especially interest the railbird 
to a marked degree. He watches tlie youngsters 

* Mlien they are first led on the track and as they are 

> at jogging exercise for a M’eek or two he makes 

* several selections on conformation, action and breed 
ing. 

“The individual that impresses him most is 
; cherished as if it were his own colt or filly, as tlie 
i case might be. Even should such a young racer lie 

* handled bv a trainer who was unfriendly tOMard the 
clocker the latter retains a sort of affection for his 

i selection, and I have seen raiihirds deeply distressed 

* Mlien such a colt went amiss.” 

CANADIAN HORSES IN THE WAR. 

! Statistics furnished by the Remounts and Veter 
I inarv Branch of the Militia Depratinent shoM’ that 
so far only 10 per cent, of the Canadian horses at 
the front have succumbed, and most of these were 
. killed in battle. There are iiom’ approximately 15, 
000 horses Mith the Canadian army corps in France, 
each infantry division having 0.250 horses. 

The horses of a division are taken care of by twelve 
veterinary officers and one mobile veterinary section 

■ of twenty-seven men.

The mobile section takes care of the horses in 
the firing line. The slightly wounded <»r indisposed 
lieasts are cared for and returned to the front. If. 
however, tlie troops are on the move, all injured 
liorses are immediately collected and sent in groups 
hack to railhead, from where they go by train to 
the nearest veterinary base hospital. When they 
become fit for duty they are sent to the regiment 
de|Hit. M’here they are reissued for further use. 

Horses M’hich in previous wars and in civilian 
life M’ould he destroyed at once are taken in and 
treated so successfully that in due course they be- 
come fit for duty in the firing line. It is interesting 
to note that of six hundred and seven horses sent on 
one occasion to the field veterinary hospital only 
twelve died. 

Wounded horses are immediately given first aid. 
Anv horse that ean walk is rushed hack to the 
mobile section or field hospital, his Mounds are care- 
fully treated and every care given him. 

When these horses are being hurried aM’ay to tlie 
hospital fresh horses are lieing constantly brought 
to the front to replace them. 

During the second battle of Ypres. when the 
Canadians Mere pressed to their utmost, at no time 
was the supply of horses diminished at the tiring 
line. As easualties occurred among the battery 
and transport horses reinforcements were ruslusi 
through the storm of bursting shells to take their 
places. Although our guns were M’ithin three hun- 
dred yards of the enemy, there never was a M’ugon 
or gun lost. Cases of horses Mitli ten bullets in 
them have been kuoMu to report complete re«*overy 
M’ithin a feM’ M’eeks: in fact, some M’ounded horses 
have lieen baek to the line M’ithin a week. 

It is interesting to note the M*ar horses’ diet. 
J1)ey are fed three times a day. and get an alloM’- 
ance of eighteen pounds of hay. tM’elve pounds of 
oats, eight pounds of straM’. or in lien of this four 
pounds of extra hay and tM’o pounds of oats, or any 
other fodder procurable of equal food value, malt, 
sugar lieets. vegetables, etc. 

Tlie Canadian horses are reported to lie rolling in 
fat since they have gone to France. — Toronto Globe. 

CARE OF THOROUGHBRED FOALS. 

In the “Bloodstock Breeders’ Review,” J. M. 
Walmsley has an interesting article entitled “Foals 
and their Treatment.” in which he says the best 
time to judge a foal is one or tM-o days after its 
birth. “A M’eek or a fortnight later,” he adds, 
“oue can judge with more safety as to its turning 
out Mell. hut often its shape is then more difficult 
to gunge.” Many faults are outgrown and big 
foals that have, perhaps, hardly had sufficient room 
in their dams, and often appear to have deformed 
hocks Mlien born, get quite right later on. Other 
defects, however, are never eradicated. Mr. Walm- 
sley says that though it is a controversial point, it 
is surely essential that breeders should give a foal 
& fair start, by breeding only from mares and 



stallions free from “constitnthv.ial infirmity,” by 
which term is understood a tenc.eucy to defects in 
Mind, and of their legs and feet to give way in 
training. Foals’ feet should receive attention about 
the sixth week, and future trou iles can be avoided 
by keeping the feet well shaped* open at the heels, 
and correcting any tendency to turn toes either in 
or out. In Mr. Walmsley’s opinion, the sooner a 
foal ean be persuaded to eat crushed oats the more 
likelihood there is of its coming to early maturity, 
and he also holds that foals cannot be handled too 
soon. An early decision as to Mhether a colt would 
be better as a gelding is also advisable, as there is 
no doubt it is best to operate tietMeen the fifteenth 
day and fonrtli month.
